a narrow escape from destruction yes 
terday afternoon. A nre, almost cer- 
tainly of incendiary origin, was discov- 
ered at 3.45 o'clock in tho counci 
chamber. Clerk Edward Harrigan, o 
Building Commissioner Reid's office, 
was 
the first one 
to notice it. 


He was passing through the corridors 
toward his department, which ie just 
across the hall from the council cham- 
ber, when he noticed through the 
cracks in the big double doors opening 
from the chamber into the corridor 
streaks of red flame From under the 
doors poured a thin stream of smoke. 


Harrington grabbed the doors and 


A 
heavy draft from the hall blew the 
smudge and blaze half-way across 
the chamber ind attracted the notice 
of Clerk Osmer and Assistant Clerk 
Gunillacb, who had been sitting in the 
clerk's office with the connecting door 
open, but entirely unaware of what 
was going on.

Moral Support for the Political Party 


Which Shall Declare for the Home 


snd Against the Saloon—Sun- 


day Closing. 


DEKVEB, Col., Nov. 8.—The chief busi- 


ness of the afternoon session, yester- 
day, was the report ot the committee 
on resolutions. They pledged tho moral 
support of the union to that political 
party which declares for the homo 
against the saloon; for the enfranchise- 
ment of women and for the preserva- 
tion of our American Sunday. 


That it is the sense of this body that 


our national congress should at as 
early a date as practicable make a 
thorough Investigation of the entire 
liquor traffic of the United States and 
ascertain and officially publish tho 
amount manufactured Imported land 
consumed annually; and the per cent, 
of poverty, ignorance, crime, insanity, 
disease and death' resulting from the 
use of Intoxicants. 
That crown of citizenship should not 


be placed upon foreigners until they 
have a thorough knowledge of our laws 
and institutions, and that a uniform 
naturalization law be presented upon 
our statute books. 


WHBBEAS, A strong effort has been and is 


still being made to have the gates of the

ble collision of freight trains occurred 
on the Little Roclt & "Fort Smith rail- 
road at 12 SO o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing, three miles north bf Cabin Creek, 
and as a result three (psen, Engineer 
Hugh Jones, Fireman William Darby 
and tbe bead brakeman,' are dead. 


Both trains were running at the rate 


of twenty miles an hour at the time of 
tbe collision. The crew of the south- 
bound train jumped nnd saved their 
lives. Fifteen cara loaded with lumber 
Were wrecked and caught on nre. 
Both engines and twenty cars were de- 
niolishcd 
The collision was due to 


the carelessness of the telegraph oper- 
ator at Cabin Creek.

o'clock yebterday morning Lieut. Fred- 
erick Seliwatka, the famous Arctic ex- 
plorer, was picked up on Pint street in 
an unconscious condition. 
Beside him 


lay a bottle of laudanum. 
A patrol 


wagon was called and he was removed 
to tho police station where he soon 
died. It was undoubtedly a case of sui- 
cide 


Schwatka was born at Galena, 111., 


September 38,1849, and graduated from 
West Point military academy when 22 
years of age 
He served against the 


Indians in Arizona for a wnlle; studied 
law and was admitted to practice la 
Nebraska in 1875 ami graduated from a 
medical college in New York a year 
later 


Lieut. Seliwatka had been suffering 


from a complication of troubles and 
had shown symptoms of apoplexy on 
numerous occasions. His stomach had 
given him much trouble and for tho 
purpose of relief he had used small 
quantities of laudanum, usually from 
ten to twenty drops. Tuesday evening 
Ms stomach trouble came on with 
such severity that he complained 
bitterly 
He wuit into a drug 


store and asked for two ounces of 
laudnaum. The clerk did not recog- 
nize the lieutenant, and asked him it 
he had a prescription. Ho replied be 
had not, but as he was a graduate at 
Bollevlew college ho could soon write 
one. The clerk replied that that was 
not necessary but gave Lieut. Schwatka 
the drug and registered the transac- 
tion. He talked about his ailment but 
otherwise appeared in excellent spirits 
•the city physician says: 


"I will hold a post mortem examina- 


tion to discover tbe exact cause of 
death. It is possible that Schwatka 
toolf an overdoBO of the drug" by mis- 
take, but I am inclined to believe that 
lie had an apoplectic stroke. When I 
was sent for I found the lieutenant un- 
conscious. The pupils of his eyes indi- 
cated that he had taken a narcotic. I 
am of tbe opinion that had a physician 
been called as soon as Lieut Schwatka 
was discovered his life might have been 
saved." Tho coroner decided not to 
hold an Inquest until to-day.

The representatives of the Grand Army 
of the Republic appointed to look aft*. 
pension legislation agreed that the De 
pendent Pension bill was the prope 
thing for the needy Union soldier, and 
they advocated and secured its passage 
but it was vetoed by President Oleve 
land. 
At the meeting ot the Illinois 


State Encampment O. A. B. in Spring 
field in 1887 just alter Cleveland sent in 
his veto message, passed the following 
resolution, relating to Cleveland's veto 
or the Dependent Pension bill: 


Resolved, that this encampment di 


reotly representing 26,000 veteran soldiers 
of Illinois, demand 'that congress pass 
the so-called Disability Pension bill, the 
veto of the President notwithstanding 
as an act vital to the interest and honor 
ot the country in this and coming gene- 
rations. 


Previous to the passage of this bill by 


congress, a large majority of the posts 
and encampments in .the country ex- 
pressed a preference for tbe Disability 
pension over the Service pension. . . 


No better reason can be given for pre- 


ferring the Disability. Pension, bill than 
that given by Commaniler-in-Ouief Ban, 
ot Minneapolis, a year later at the en- 
campment which met in Springfield, III, 
in criticism of the Cleveland veto, Com- 
mander Reu said: 


Three years ago on Thanksgiving Day 


a gentleman in the oity of Minneapolis 
came to ma and said, "there is living 
near where yon live an old soldier who 
served in a Minnesota regiment during 
the war. 
He it living in a little cabin 


tbat some old friend of his permits aim 
to occupy," says he, "My opinion is he is 
starving to death. 
He hasn't anything 


to do, and he has too much pride to put 
himself upon tha city or the county. He 
will starve before he will be a pauper." 
I. went to see him. That was on Thanks- 
giving morning, and there he waa 
doubled up with inflammatory rheuma- 
tism. There was not a mite of anything 
toeatinthehouse. It was Ihanksgiv- 
mg.day, when tinder the proclamation of 
thegovernorandl the President of the 
United States the people bt the nation 


fiom bis home in 1861, who WBB one ot 
the men tbat picked that starry old 
banner up from the smoking ruins of 
Sumier, and bore it in triumph over lake 
and river, and valley and mountain and 
sea, and helped to plant it where it 
waves to-night over this sixty-five mil- 
lion freemen, waa starving to death in 
the very city in which he had enlisted to 
render that service. I said to him: Why 
don't yon get a pension? "Why," says 
ha, "I didn't want any pension; I had a 
little property, and when 1 1 became 
sick I sold it ami spent the money, and 
thought I would get well, and I didn't 
want any pension until I became help- 
less, and then I asked for a pension, and 
1 find I cannot get it, because during 
tbe four years I served I never waa In a 
hospital. I had no hospital record, and 
I cannot get a pension.,' * * * Now, 
comrades, I want to say to yon that a» I 
understand the bill, (the Disability Bill), 
and I think I understand it in its spirit 
and its scope, the bill of the pension 
committee, it is to relieve men that 
fought during the war and who haven't 
any hospital record and are now dis- 
abled. 


Mr. Bea then spoke of the impractica- 


bility of the service pension bill and 
then said: 


Now, 
I want to say in all seriousness 


and In alLxsobernees, that if the Grand 
Aimy ot the Republic stands united ia 
favor of . the pension legislation pro- 
posed, (the Disability bill vetoed by 
Cleveland), we will get that bill, and 
there is not a comrade here, I do not care 
bow much he .may favor a service pen- 
sion, that would not say, help' the poor 
fellow tbat is starving; I will take care 
of myself for a little while. Let us get 
that help first. 


A Republican [Congress and President 


Harrison made that bill a law. It was 
what the soldiers wanted, and the New 
York circular simply lies when it under- 
takes to defend Cleveland's veto of that 
measnre by saying the soldiers wanted 
something else. Neither does Mr. Bea 
do himself justice at ibis time in an-

Cleveland on the foolish ground that 
Cleveland is the friend of the soldior in

Unconstitutional. 


The Illinois supreme court yesterday 


filed a decision in the case of Frorer, ap- 
pellant, vs. the people, in Appeal from 
the Oristian county circuit court, in 
which Frorer, who is a mine-manager at 
Pana and Lincoln, w«s fined for the vio- 
lation of the gross weight law enacted 
by the Thirty-seventh general assembly. 
The supreme abort reverses and remands 
the case, holding that the gross weight 
law is unconstitutional.

A patrol 
wneoa was called and he was removed 
to tho police station where he soon 
died. It was undoubtedly a rase of sui- 
cide. 


Schwatka was born at Galena, HI., 


September 38,1849, and graduated from 
West Point military academy when 82 
years of ajre. He served against the 
Indians in Arizona for a Wnllej studied 
law and was admitted to practice in 
Nebraska in 1876 am) graduated from a 
medical college in Now York a year 
later.

Lieut Schwatka had been Buffering 


from a complication of troubles and 
had shown symptoms of apoplexy on 
numerous occasions. His stomach had 
given him much trouble and for the 
purpose of relief he had used small 
quantities of laudanum, usually from 
ten to twenty drops. Tuesday evening 
Ms stonmuh trouble came on with 
such severity that he complained 
bitterly.

wtnt into a drng> 


store and asked for two ounces of 
laudnaum. The clerk did not recog- 
nize the lieutenant, and asked him il 
he had a prescription. Ho replied be 
had not, but as he was a graduate at 
Belleview college ho could soon writo 
one. The clerk replied that that was 
not necessary but grave Lieut. Schwatka 
the drug and registered the transac- 
tion. He talked about his ailment but 
otherwise appeared in excellent spirits. 
"the city physician says: 


"I will hold a post mortem examina- 


tion to discover the exact cause of 
death. It is possible that Schwatka 
took an overdose of the drug by mis- 
take, but I am inclined to believe that 
he had an apoplectic stroke. When I 
was sent for I found the lieutenant un- 
conscious. The pupils of his eyes indi- 
cated that he had taken a narcotic. I 
ajh of the opinion that had a physician 
been called as soon as Lieut Schwatka 
was discovered his life might have been 
saved." The coroner decided not to 
hold an Inquest until to-day.
